A national income of around 100 
billion dollars next year, if the 
defense program goes ahead as 
fast as is expected, is predicted by 
the office for emergency manage- 
ment in a new booklet, “dollars for 
democracy.”

Booms, OPM Says, Blasting 
Anti-Labor Lies 


Official Figures Show Up False Propaganda of 
Labor’s Enemies as Contrary to Facts 


Despite the widespread hullabaloo 
about defense strikes, the nation 
is now enjoying a period of unpre- 
cedented industrial peace, the office 
of production management an- 
nounced. 

On November 1, official figures 
show, there were only 10 scattered, 
insignificant strikes in the entire 
country, involving only 6,900 work- 
ers. At the same time from four to 
five million workers were working 
industrially on defense orders and 
speeding up production to the high- 
est rate ever known in America. 


These facts were further  but- 
tressed in an exhaustive survey 
made by OPM which proved the} 


United States has already gone a 
long way toward achieving the goal 
of becoming the ‘arsenal of democ 
racy.” 

The production figures cited by 
OPM gave the following graphic 
picture of the. progress of the de- 
program: 

Military aircraft production has 
increased from 501 military planes 
delivered in July, 1940, to 1,914 in 
September of this year.
